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DETAILED ACTION 

This office action is in response to the applicant's amendment dated 5/13/2008 
and IDS dated 5/21/2008. 

The applicant has amended claims 1,9, 11, 15, 17-18 and 20-21 . 
Claims 123 are pending. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The examiner has considered the IDS dated 5/21/2008. 

Response to Amendment 

2. In view of the applicant's amendments to the claims, the Specification, and the 
addition of FIG. 10, all rejections and objections previously outlined in the office action 
dated 1/14/2008 are herein withdrawn. Entry of the amendment to the claims and the 
Specification, and new Drawing (FIG. 10) are approved. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-23 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: As per independent claims 1, 9 and 17, the references of PCI Express Spec, 
and Jiang have disclosed a method based on a system comprising a processor and 
memory, and an IC comprising an analog front-end, measurement mode circuitry, and 
control registers, where a serial I/O port couples 2 such IC's, a first IC programmable to 
start a test pattern sequence and transmit to the other IC, and the other to loop the 
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sequence pattern back. However, neither reference has further suggested or disclosed 
the unique features as are claimed in the independent claims as follows: 
As per claim 1, 9 and 17: 

Registers in the IC are programmed in order to set a test symbol data pattern. 

Consequently, independent claims 1 , 9 and 17 are allowed, and at least in view 
of their dependence, dependent claims 2-8, 10-16 and 18-23 are also allowed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
